When the Society consider how great have been 
the pecuniary embarrassments of. our fellow citi- 
zens, what unusual difficulties have ubstructed the 
transmission of monies from the interior, and how 
much individual ability has been abridged by the 
pressure of the times, they will unite with the 
Managers in rejoiciag, that the Institution has 
maintained so firm a hold4on the public affections, 
that it has-so rapidly advanced toward its grand 
object, and that the liberality of our Christian bre- 
thren, of every denomination, has been so distin- 
guished in their contributions to its funds. 

It ig an encouraging circumstance, that the be- 
neficial character ofits operations has commended 
this Society to the epprobation of many, who once 
doubted the practicability and efficiency of an es- 
tanlishment on so enlarged aplan. The accession

It alfords the Managers unspeakable gratifica- 
tion, and will unite the hearts of their fellow- 
members of the Society in fervént thanksgiving to 
God, that, at the nraace ty Yo their foptth year’s 
labours, they have occasion no unpleasant re- 
trospect ; that Christian love and fellowship have 
grown with mutual iotercourse, and that concilia- 
tion and harmony have uniformly governed their 
measures. They have found an ample requital of 
all their exertions in those feelings of affection & 
attachment which the principle of our association, 
and its simple, but magnificent design, are so well 
calculated to foster a increase. 

In the estimation of the Managers, there are al- 
so furnished in the past history of the National In- 
stitution cunclusive proofs, that the extensive 
range of territory, throughout which its measures 
are to operate, forms a difficulty much more formi- 
dable in eppearance than in fact. ‘The facilities 
of communication, and the safety and economy of 
transportation, daily increase. The constant in- 
tercourse maintained between a great commercial 
metropolis, like New-York, with other ports, and 
with the interior of the country in every direction, 
supplies opportunities, at every season of the year 
of conveying Bibles, with cheapness, security, and 
expedition, to the mostdistant places. And when 
to these propitious cir ces,jis added the 
comparative difference of expense in conductin 
an establishment on~a large and on a contracte 
scale,in the purchase of materials, the cost of la- 
bour, and the superior execution of the work, the 
Managers feel warranted én the belief, that Bibles, 
issued from the general Depository of this Society, 
can be afforded at a much lower rate, in proportion 
to their quality, than from any other source. 

There have been priated, at the Depository of 
the American Bible Suciety, during the past year, 
47,000 Bibles, and 16,250 Testaments. 

Making a total of onE HUNDRED AND SEVEN- 
TX¥*eONE THOUSAND SEVEN HUNDRED AND FIFTyY- 
two Bibles and Testaments, or parts of the latter, 
printed from the stereotype plates of the American 
Bible Society, or commsn type, or obtained for 
circulation since the commencement of its opza- 
tions, | 

Several other editions of Bibles and Testaments 
have been put to press, among which is an edition 
of two thousand French Bibles, from the stereo- 
type plates belonging to the Society. 

There have been issued from the Depository, 
from the SOth April, 1819, tothe same period in 
the present year, ’ 





Making a total of nintry-sEVEN THOUSAND ON« 
HUNDRED AND Two Bibles and ‘Testaments, and 
arts of the latter, issued from the Depository of 
the National Bible Society from its establish- 
ment. 

Part of the Spanish Scriptures, printed by this 
Society, and of those presented by the British and 
Foreign Bible Society have been sent to South 
America. Another grant of five hundred Spanish 
Testaments, is only awaiting, a suitable opportu- 
nity ¢o be transmitted to the municipality of Bue- 
nos’ Ayres, for introduction into the primary 
schools of that place. The latter grant has been 
made on the recommendation of an intelligent 

entleman, whose residence for several years in 

enos Ayres qualified him to judge of the probs- 
bility of their proving an acceptable present, and 
oe well employ Others have been sent in 
smaller quantities, to the other places in South 
America above mentioned, by way of experiment: 
it being judged expedient to withhold targer sup- 
plies until the practicability of introducing them 
safely should be ascertained. ‘Lhis precaution 
was suggested by information of the seizure aod 
detention of Bibles and Testaments by the govern- 
ments of South America, where they had been sent 
without such previous inquiries, 

Under the hope of much future usefulness, ia 
the distribution of the Spanish Scriptures in that 
destitute country,an extensive correspondence has 
been opened tor the purpose of discovering favour- 
able avenues tor their introduction, and the Mana- . 

ers are happy in already perceiving prospects 
that are favourable to the accomplishment of this 
desirable object. 

_ Great difficulties have been experienced in put- 
ting the Ladian Scriptures inte circulation, parti- 
cularly the Mohawk ; of which, it will be seen ve- 
ry few have been issued, and those chiefly by way 
of experiment. Correspondence, with a view to 
gain information on this subject, has been opened 
with every person froin whom it seemed likely te 
be obtained, but hitherto with little success. 

'wo hundred and fifty of the Epistles of St. 
Joho, in Delaware, and thirty of the Gospel of St. 
Jono, in Mohawk, have been delivered to the Rev. 
Mr. Mortimer, for distribution among Indians of 
those nations, by the Missionaries of the United 
Brethren ;' and twenty-four copies of the latter, to 
the Rev. Mr. Crane,a Missionary among the Tus- 
carora Indians, in the state of New-York, for dis- 
tribution among the members of his congregation, 
aud other Indians understanding that language. 

At present, it is to be lamented, that but few of 
the Indians can read, It is hoped, however, that 
the measures now in prosecution by different reli- 
glvus Societies, under the enlightened patronage 
of the American government, for civilizing and 
evangelizing the Indian tribes, will open oppor- 
tunities to make an useful disposition of these, & 
other Scriptures, in the aboriginal languages of our 
country. : 

Correspondence has also been had with Loui- 
siana and Natchez, aod some places in and adja- 
cent to the British provinces,to facilitate the intro- 
duction of the French Scriptures among those of 
their inhabitants who use that language. 

The Managers having been infurmed that a mis- 
sion was about to proceed frum Boston, to the 
sandwich Islands, tm the Pacific Ocean, under the

for Foreign Missions, aeeompanied by several na- 
tives of the island Owyhee, who have been instruct- 
ed in the Foreign Mission School at Cornwall, in 
the State of Connecticut, supplied_that Society 
‘with splendid Bibles, to be presented to Tam-ah- 
‘am-ah-ab, the late king of Owyhee, and Tamoree, 
king of Atooi. They also furnished each of the 
natives of Owyhee, who accompanied the mission, 
with ahandsome copy of the Blessed Book, with 
whose value, there is reason to believe, they had 
become experimentally acquainted. The Mana- 
gers, at the same time, presented the respectable 
Body above mentioned with a donation of twe 
hundred Bibles, and 100 Testaments, to be dis- 
tributed, by their missionaries, among the Ameri- 
cans and Europeans resident at and frequenting 
these Islands for purposes of trade, and among 
whom there is a scarcity of the Holy Scriptures. 
They have also, on the application of the Com- 
mittee of that Board, made them a further grant 
of two hundred Bibles and two hundred Testa- 
ments, for distribution by their missionaries in the 
Is'ard of Ceylon, in the East Indies. 
Oven anplication made in behalf of the Ameri- 
can Society for Colonizing the.free people of co- 
lia: of the United States, the Managers were hap 
py to aid the laudable designs of that benevolent 
institution, by a donation of eleven octavo Bibles, 
of a suitable description for presentation to his

colonists, who sailed from the port of New- ¥ork 
in the month ef February last. 

The Board having recently been informed that 
the Missionary and Bible Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church ia America, were about sending 
two Missionaries to the Floridas, have plaeed at 
their disposal, for distribution in those provinces, 
fifty French, and fifty English Bibles, and two hun- 
dred Spanish, and one hundred English Testa- 
ments, 

From these incidents, which were thought de- 
serving of special ‘notice, the Managers proceed 
to an exhibition of the more general work of dis- 
tribution inour own country, prefacing the same 
with some remarks on the motives which have go- 
verned their conduct in the discharge of thie very 
interesting and pleasing duty. It was essential to 
the success of an Institution embracing such a 
vast contemplated sphere of active operation, to 
be secured in the possession of a stock of Bibles, 
that, in human calculation, would bear a reagenable 
proportion to the demands of its Auxtiaries, and 
of others who might repaig to its Depository for 
supplies. It requires time to provide a suitable 
variety of Stereotype Pilates, and to make a per- 
manent and economical arcangement for their con- 
stant use. While every application for the pur-: 
ehase of Bibles was promptly met, it was of im- 
pociance to accumulate on the shcives of the De- 
pository, a number of copies, in a finished and sea- 
soned state, that would eventually justify liberal 
gratuitens donations to Auxiliaries, for distribu 
tion among the poor and destitute. The restraints 
under which such grants have been placed, until 
the past vear, will thus be seen to have been the 
resuit ofthe pradent regard to the solidity of the 
National Institution, and the increase of its capa- 
citv for a future widely extended distribution of 
the Sacred Volume. 

It is asource of.great satisfaction to the Mana- 
gers, that, throng) public munifitence, and the 
blessing of Divine Providence, they have already 
witnessed the arrival of a period, when, in their 
opinion these restraints, to a considerable extent, 
wight be safely and advantageously removed. Un- 
der this impression, they sometime since directed 
their attention, im a spectal manner, to the urgent 
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‘for the use of the Moravian brethren. 
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want of the Scriptures in the Western States ; and, 
considering the great existing impediments in the 
way of a regular transmission of their funds by 
the Auxiliaries established there, owing fo the de- 
ranged state of the currency, a variety of appro- 
priations were made to those Societies, which are 
detailed in the subjoined statement. 

The Standing Committee were also instructed 
to report, from time to time, such other sections of 
the American continent, as from their destitution 
of the Word of Life, and their restricted circum- 
stances, should be deemed to require similar be- 
nefactions. . In this pleasing part of the agency of 
ithe Managers, they bave affixed no other limita- 
tions to the peat’ ous issue of Bibles from their 
Depository, than what arose from deficiency of in- 
formation as to the actual wants of different dis 
tricts of our.country, a knowledge of which must 
be progressively acquired ; from a just regard to 
probable calls of Auxiliaries not hitherto assisted, 
and from the.dndispensal-le obligation of keeping 
always on irand.ai adequate stock for issues by 
way of purchase. =~ : 

Grants have been made for gratuitous distribu- 
tion during the Fourth year, (including those be- 
fore particularly specified,) of Kighteen Thousand 
Six Hundred and Thirty-seven Bibles and Testa- 
ments, valued at Eleven Thousand and Thirty Six 
dollars Thirty-five cents. 

These donations, as far as they have been ac- 
knowledged, have been gratefully received, and 
proved a very timely aid to the Sucieties to which 
‘they were sent.

In the Island of St. Thomas, in the West In- 
dies, their was a negro man named Cornelius; he 
was enlightened about fifty years azo, and soon 
begun to preach tohis countrymen. He was bless- 
ed with considerable talents, and was able to 
speak and write the Creole, Dutch, Danish, Ger- 






slave. He first hased the freedom of his wife, 
and then lgbou to gain his own liberty; 
which at last he ed after much entreaty, and 


the payment of aconsiderable sum. By degrees, 
he was also enabled to purchase the emancipation 
of his six children. He learned the business ef a 
mason so well that he was appointed master ma- 
son to the royal buildings, and had the honour to 
lay the foundatiow stone of six Christian chapels 
His gifts 
for preaching were good ; and remarkably accepta- 
ble, not only io the negroes but to many of the 
whites. He spent even whole nights in visiting 
the different plantations, yet was by no means 
puffed up; but ever retained the character of a 
humble servant of Christ. When death approach 
ed (which was in November, 1801) he sent for his 
family : his children and grand-children assem 
vied round the bed of the sick parent; he sum- 
moned up all his strength, sat up in the bed, unco- 
‘vered his venerable head adorned witp locks as 
white as suow, and addressed them thus :—* I re- 
joice exceedingly, my dearly beloved children, to 
see you once were together before my departure, 
for L believe that my Lord and Savioar will soon 
come and take your father home te himself. You

CEYLON. 
Extract of aletter from Mr. Newstead, da- 
ted Negombo, March 34, 1819. 

This piace bas very much improved its trading 
concerns sicce the Kendian war, which is very 
evident from the appearasce of the bazars, &c. 
put Jately it has been visited by the alarming Cho. 
lera Morbus, which has removed about one han- 
dred persons, I believe, into eternity, in the short 
period of a. fortnight. Mavy of them forsock 
their own habitations, anc came and Jaid around 
the Mission Bangaloe, as they said it was the 
only place aot infected. Several times about 30 
of them have attended oar preaching, but I sup. 
pose it is at-present anknown to the priest. Ne 
gombo would’ undoubtedly be one of the finest 
fields of usefalness ia Ceylon, were it not for the 
uanatural opposition munifestéd against our work 
by those who call themselves Christians 

But, blessed be God, our Schools m the jurigle 
go on well ; and at my last visitation [ was more 
thao ever encouraged by the numbers, and deep 
attention of the peuple, chiefly the parents of the 
children. Ata village (Seidera) on this station, 
there are 40 females in a school, consisting of 80 
children: here I have lately placed a respectable 
misiress, and intend to distribute some of our ve- 
ry seasonable Eng)ish presents. It is truly de- 
lightful to observe their cleanliness and order on 
the day of visitation. A large class of girls here 
read the New. Testament, in Ciogslese, and 
another ciass read elementary works, and write 
on sand. 

Soon efter returning from Conference, I en 
deavoured to purchase a little piece of ground, oo 
which to erect a small Chapel, according to the 
recimmendation of the brethren, believing that it 
wiil be an insirament jo ratsing our cause here, 
and having a clear prospect of. ing it without 


* any expense to our mission. ‘This I have not yet 


got through having applied to “government for 
some old premises which would much assist us, 
Iam waiting an answer to that application. 


Extract of a letter from Mr. Fox, dated Cal 
. tura, April 7th, 1819. 

In the early part of my labours here, I met 
with a common circumstance, a variety of difficul- 
ties ; but I considered my field and was not as 
tonished, and was chiefly supported by the 
assurance that my labors would not ultimately 
be in vain ia the Lord. I saw no immediate 
fruit, but the lend was untilled. I sowed lighi, 


and itspread light in darkness and was assured 


that the operatioas of light and darkness would 
differ. The event justifies such anticipation ! 
** What must [I do to be saved,” is now an in 
quiry ; and we have now in Caltura a littlecom 
pary of fifteen, who give us reason to believe 
they are earnestly fleeing from the wrath to come. 
Our Portuguese congregation, which, assembles 
at ‘he Goveroment House, increases, and the 
place is too steait forus, aod the abundance of the 
bread of life has not beea bestowed apon them in 
vain. Qur second congregation is at Caltura, 
which is of later date, aud asse:pblies in one of 
our schools, about three quarters of a miie from 


the former place, and (be service is ia the Cing» 
lese language.

We have proof that our labor will sot be 19 vaia. 
Our school at Caliara, in the Mission Garden, 
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is one of the most interesting kind, and will 
doubtless send iato the world Children that love 
and fear God, It contains now about seventy 
children, Protestants, Raman Catholics, Moham 
medans, and Heathens. My native colleague 
has taught them to sing our Portuguese hymos, 
which they do several times a day, and with 
greater harmony than Lexpected to hear in this 
country. The schools, sre in general, in a pro- 
misinug state, and their good effects begin to ap- 
pear in all places. By an accession of native 
help, I hope during the next quarter to see great 
things ; and when I can accomplish my plan of 
having a sermon in each of them wtmost every 
Sabbath day, I bope to be able tecollect together 
in more intimate commanioa the few who fear 
Ged in the different places. 


Extract of a letter from Mr. M‘Kenny, dated 
Galle, April h, 1819. 

On the 16'6 of iast month, our, new school, iv 
‘he village of Dadalda, was ope The im 
portance of this Village is well known, which is 
so celebrated for its famous temple and Badhist 
establ.shmeat. The Christiaa Church and school, 
which were built in the time of the Datch, had 
deem allowed to fall into decay : so that while 
Budhism was flourishing, Christianity was siak 
ing inte obscurity ; this oar mission could not be 
hold with iodifference, or withuut an attempt to 
maintain the honor and glory of the cross: hence 
you know that the attention of the different breth- 
ren who have been at Galle has been much di 
rected to this place, and now we have got a littie 
work begun, which I trast will go on uatil idola 
try falls before it, asd uoi'l the village become as 
much noted for the extent and purity of iis Chris 
tianity, as it is now for the splendour of its heath. 
enism. Our good Governor has given us the old 
church; the modeliar of the village bas repaired 
itin a respectable and permanent manner, entire 
ly at his own expense: a yoangyman of the Ma 
habada cast, from Mr. Armous Seminary, 's 
appointed master, and betweep 22.and 40 chil 
dremare adinilted*to comme ir Christian 
education. ©O that God may cause this school to 
be an eternal bessing to this benighted village !

Extract from a letter of the Rev. C. Travel- 

ler, dated Vepery, Madras, Oct 12th 1619. 

From the awful epidemic which bas afflicted 
the people around us, the heathen ere both alarm. 
ed and sensibiy concerned; great efforis ere 
made to appease their deities, offerings the most 
extravagant of almost every kind have been pre- 
sented them, and it weuld make your hearls 
bleed to see numbers surrounding their pagan al- 
‘ars to officiate in an uoprapiiiatiog sacrifice, and 
bliadly following the mandates of a crafiy priest. 
But lately I have witoessed at different temples, 
hundreds, men, women, children, thas infa\uat- 
ed, pouring forth their libations of blood befuxe 
their hideous idols, and vainly attempting (o as- 
suage the wrath of an anknewn God, by servi- 
ces in which neither the jadgment is informed, 
vor the heart affecied. Every traitin their char- 
acter sufficiently proves the awful distaace they 
are removed from Gad. 
You will searcely give credit to what I relate 
of the conduct observed by these detuded crea- 
tures in reference to the Spasmodic Caolera ; bat 
in taking a short journey to Pulicet, a place dis- 
taut 30 mi'es from Madras, aad now in pesses- 
sivo of the Dutch, I had frequent opportunitics of 
witnessing the scene. In fact, Madras has given 
many specimens of the same kind of mania. A 
oumber of people, sometimes a whole village, 
will, at the instigation of the priest, erm thern- 
selves with swords aod other instruments of dés- 
iraction, and parade through every part of it, 
brandishiag their weapons in the gir, beating theic 
drams, and shoutiog with the vehemence of mad- 
men, witha view to expel this disease from the 
borders ; in addition to this, you may behold 
across every door, and through every street, 
mall branches of a peculiar kind of tree tied to- 
gether, in order to protect them from its ravages!

He investigated a number of its pro- 
perties, and its combinations with the alkalies and 
earths. Its acid properties, having escaped his 
observation, were not discovered antil’some time 
afterwards,

ally narned it fised air, aerial acid, mephitic ac.d, 
and cretaceous acid, 


This acid possesses the following propertics ; Té 
is much heavier than atmospheric air; it is inodo- 
rous ; has a pungent taste ; ezlinguishes flame, 
and proves eminently fatal to animal life, snd 
eveo when diluted with several times its weight 
of atmospheric air, it exerts a deleterious power. 

Itis only in astate of gas that this substance is 

immediately fatal to animal life; for, in many 
of its combinations, it is not only innocuous, but 
even salutary. Such are the different artificial 
Mineral waters which are now in such geoeral 
ase, 
It is frequently met with, in a state of gas, in 
ihe bottom of wells, tombs, caverns, and cellars 
—as the well of Perol!s, near Montpelier ; in that 
of Nagrae,in Vivarais ; upon the surface of lake 
Averno, in ftaly ; in the famous Grotto del Cano; 
near Naples, and io various other subterranean 
places. 


It should be an invariable rule, previous to 
descending wells or pits, to let, down a lighted 
candle. ‘This will at once detect the presence of 
carbonic acid ; for, as it is much heavier than 
atmospheric air, it will always remain io a se 
parate state at the bottom, and will extinguish 
the light instantly. If the light contiaues bura- 
ing, no danger need be apprehended. 

The prec.ution is of the utmost importance 
in this vicinity, on account of the immense quan- 
tity of limestene, (carbonate of lime,) which, by 
its decomposition, gives out thia gas in great 


abundance.

ther abuse the gifts of Providence by their iutem- 
perance, J, who was never drunk in.my life, should 
deny myself the use of them entirely. Our fa- 
therse-our preachers—and, in fact, some of the 
best and most intelligent men with whom | have 
been acquainted, have been in the habit of drink- 
ing, and treating their friends with Kum, Brandy, 
or Whiskey, according as they found it convenient, 
And I have been so long in the use of spirits, that 
the want of them feels rather unpleasaut—espe- 
cially at log-roilings, house-raisings, aud in har- 
vest. Besides, if 1 were to deny myself this in- 
duigence I could not expect the assistance of my 
neighbours on such occasions without allowing 
them the use of the bottle. ‘They have been al- 
wavs used to it at such times; andif I were to re- 
fuse it, they would conclude I was too niggardly 
to purchase it for them, and would therefore re- 
fuse to neighbour it with me. I cannot roli my 
logs, raise my barns, or reap my wheat without 
their help. Am I then, because some drink too 
much, to drink none at all? and also refuse it to 
others who ate doing me a neighbourly kindness ? 
Yo me it seems very unreasonable, 1 think I de- 

sire to know and do my duty, and lie open to con- 
viction ; but bave not yet found evidence to cop.

Animal Remains.—Parts of'animals have Been 
brought to view by the late earthquakes near New 
Madrid, Missouri. Dr. Mitchill, ina letter to Jas- 
per Lynch, Esq. dated at New-York, June 26th, 
says, “You decided justly in putting the fossil 
bone from the Mississippi, near New Madrid, in 
the place appropriated for geological articles, at 
the College of Physicians. ‘There, every necessa- 
ry book and authority is at hand to explain and 
clucidate subjects of this kind. —I agree with you, 
that the huge production, large as a hickory fore- 


stick, belongs to the mastodon, or mammoth, -as he 


is erroneously called, that formerly walked upon 
the soil of Nocth America, and, from his head quar- 
ters, at the region watered by the Whalkill, with- 
in Uister and Orange counties of New-York, made 
excursions through New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, Kentucky, Ohio, Louisiana, and other 
tracts of, the South. The part of his skeleton 
thrown out by the earthquake of 1812, appears to 
be the ulaa, or larger of the two bones forming the 
lower joint of the right fore lége’ Notwithstanding 
its decayed condition, there agg eharacters remain- 
ing of sufficient distinctness to warrant the coa- 
clusion. His relic appears to have been disinte’- 
ed at the same time, and by the same agent, which 
hove up the petrified Rison-Scull, (or Buifalo head) 
that was brought hither, some time age, by Me. 
Hill, and filled us with admiration--We have 
read of water, of inud, and even of living fish, dis- 
charged from burning mountains during their 
eruptions.

Human Sacrifices,--The following isan extract 
from ‘Mission from Cape Coast Castle to Ashan- 
tee, by T. E. Bowditch.’ The Ashantees sacrifice 
human victims at all their great festivals. Some of 
these occur every 21 days, and there are not fewer 
than 100 victims immolated at each. Besides these 
there are sacrifices at the death of every person of 
rank, more or less bloody according to their dig- 
nity. On the death of their mother, the king batch- 
ered no less than 3000 vicsims. ‘The funeral rites 
of a great captain were repeated weekly for three 
months, and 200 persens, it is said, were slaugh- 
tered each time, or 2400 in all. At the funeral of 
a person of rank, it is usual to wet the grave with 
the blood of a freeman of respectability. All the 
retainers of the family being present, and the heads 
of all the victims deposited in the bottom of the 
grave, several are unsuspectinziy called oa to as- 
sist in placing the coffiu, and, just as it rests on 
the heads or sculls, a slave.trom behind stuns one 
of these freemen by a violent Gow, followed bya 
deep gash’in the back part ofthe neck, and he is 
roiled in ov the top of the body, and the grave in- 
stantly filled up.—Mr. Bowditch computes the 
population of the kingdom of Ashantee to be a mil- 
‘ion; and states ihe disposable force to be 150,000 
men. He represents polygamy as practised to so 
ereat an extent, that ihe number of the king’s 
Wives 18 3,333, ;

“We arrived here three days since, after a plea- 

sant voyage of two days from Mackinaw.—Y ester. 

day the Governor assembled the Indians in coun- 
cil, and proposed designating the boundaries be- 

tween them and the U. S. at this place, but after a 

long conversation, the Indians, refusing to accede 

to the proposal, broke up the council and returned 
to their ledges, every motion indicating their in- 
tention of making an attack immediately, havinz 
hoisted the British flag. As soon as this was pec- 
ceived, the Governor, without any guard, went in- 
to the midst of them, and bore away the insulting 
ensign, without any resistance being made. In 
the interim, the whole party got under aris, and 

our force appearing so formidable, (about 70 

strong,) the indians appeared inclined, rather to 

treat than fight; accordingly, in the afternoon,a 
treaty was concluded, by which the Chippewas 
cede to the U, S. sixteen square miles of Territory 
at this place, and receive the pay therefor imme- 
diately, reserving to themselves the right of fishing 
at these falls, and of ground for encampments near 
them. It is expected a post will be established 
here next session, to prevent the numerous frauds 
committed on our Indian trade. “
